iu a paiut«d cage; most birds will peck the 
wires, auil, if they do, they die, and will, 
ettreuio suffering. 
Uive tUcui fresu seed, 


pure water, both for driuktag aud bathing, 
cuttlcOab, and, iu their season, fresh let- 
tuce and chick-we«d, but no cake. Keep 
the cag« clean, with brown paper coieriug 
the bottom, uot newsptpers, becauso they 
may peck it. 
Ix>t them wash in tho morn- 


ing, it they will; then take out the bath. 
Keep tlie perchea clean, by rubbing them 
with sand. 
Draw them out aud replace 


them gently, and always ba careful uot lo 
frigbteu the birds iu any tray. They do 
not like to be touched. Give them a little 
freah sand every day. Oive thoui (rcsh air 
and plenty of sunshine; but guard them 
from drills and eicess of heat. Tha noon 
euuKhint should not fall directly cm the 
cage. With suoh preparations, and iu a 
roomy walnut csgo, canaries will live, and 
ba healthy and happy. That is, provided 
no cat comes near. You cannot be too care- 
ful ou thU point. Cats have been known to 
draw a bird between the cage wires without 
leating so much as A feather.—[Hnrper's 
liazar.
